PEOPLE BECOME PANIC-STRICKEN. 


Boats Proceed into Sen ice to Beacne 


Those "Who Were Imprisoned by the 
Water—A Great Deal of Property Dam- 
aged—The Illinois Blver Valley Swept 
by Terrific Rainstorms—Three Children 
Ix>sc Their Lives by Drowning. 
OTTAWA, Ills., June 19.—The village of 


[Jtiea, nine miles west of here, v,at 
the scene of a cloudburst Thursday that is 
almost without parallel. A few minutes 
before noon an ominous looking cloud waS 
observed hanging over the village and 
with a peculiar rolling motion shifted first 
•fist, then northward, and then apparently 
rolling back upon its path until it came 
directly over the town. Thedarkness that 
attended the gathering storm was like 
;hat of night. The people were terroi 
etricken and looked at one another in 
ipeechless suspense. Suddenly the flood' 
gates o£ the heavens were opened and at 
one awful burst a torrent poured itsell 
upon tho village, and almost instantly tha 
streets were buried under water that rose 
over lawns, porches, and then into the 
louses, driving the people from their 
lames and'their places of business to Beek 
safety on the highest points available. 


Six Feet of Water. 


The excitement and anguish of the fiee- 


ing panic-stricken villagers was terrible 
in the extrema Many of them believed 
their last hour had come. Mothers hugged 
their children to their breasts and prayed 
for deliverance. 
Others, not entirely 


paralyzed with Jear, devoted themselves to 
saving their property from ruin. 
Mer- 


chants removed their goods to upper floors. 
Imall boats were pressed into service and 
persons imprisoned by the water were re- 
moved to places of safety. Within a few 
minutes of the cloudburst the water was 
Cully six feet deep in the streets. It began 
receding at 2 o'clock, when tho great dam- 
age to property could be discerned. Side- 
walks, fences and bridges were washed 
away; dwellings and places of business 
were partially 
ruined, and household 


goods on the lower floors were rendered 
worthless. In the manufacturing portion 
of tho place the damage was great. The 
fires in tho kilns of the Utica firebrick 
works were put out and the contents 
ruined and the kilns badly damaged. The 
cement company also met with a heavy 
loss. 


Railway Bridge Washed Away, 


The Rock Island's new double-track 


iron railroad bridge over tho Pegmn Sog- 
gin creek was wiished away, and four cars 
on a siding at tho new cement v> orks were 
carried down the stream. Tho canal bank 
broke in several places, \\hich increased 
the volume of -» ater, and lock No. 13, just 
west of Utica, was torn out 
Trains on 


the Hock Island road for tho west were 
run to this point from Chicago, thence tc 
Strccter by the Chicago. Burlington and 
Ouincy, and to La balle over tho Illinois 
Valley and Northern. 
Tho same route 


was taken by east-bound passenger trains. 
Freights were not run at all. Thursday 
night large gangs of men were at work re- 
moving the great beds of sand which 
washed upon tho track from the Utica 
pits, while other? were replacing the 
broken bridge. The loss is hurd to ap- 
proximate, but §150.000 Is a conservative 
figure. 


THREE CHILDREN DROWNED. 


Terrible EfltctB of tho Storm in the 111! 


noitt Rivor Valley. 


PEOBIA, Ills , June 10.—Terrible rain- 


storms swept through tho Illinois river 
valley, doing a great amount of damage 
to crops, gardens, and fences. In Hilton, 
a small tow n across the river from Pcorta, 
numerous hou&cs were washed from their 
foundations and the people fled in their 
nlghtclothes to the railroad grade and 
the hills. The water in houses at Farm- 
dale, seven miles enst, rose to a depth ol 
three feet, and the people narrowly escapee 
drowning Herds of cattle, horses, hogs, 
and chickens were swept away, and the 
crops of farmers for a. large tract of land 
In the valley were utterly ruined. 


Perished in the Flames. 


The only fatality reported was in the 


Copperas creek valley, just across the lino 
in Fulton county. A family named Gray 
had a cabin in the valley and when tho 
flood left the banks of Copperas crcok and 
rushed down the valley the inmates grew 
alarmed. The father took his three boya 
and started to the hills, while the mother 
refused to leave the house. When half 
way across the valley a floating log struck 
Gray and stunned him. The rushing 
waters drowned the boys (nged 12, 8 and 
5), and he narrowly escaped by clinging to 
the log. His wife got on the roof of the 
house and was rescued. The damage to 
bridges, railroad tracks and crops wil 
reach thousands of dollars. 


PENNSYLVANIA VISITED. 


Many Hooves Carried into the Stream a 


Georgetown. 


PITTSBUEG, Juno 19.—Leechburg, thirtj 


miles northeast of this city, on the Wes 
Pennsylvania railroad, was visited by a 
most terrific rainstorm about 8 o'clock 
Thursday night, which, for a time, as- 
sumed the proportions of a cloubburst 
At Georgetown, below Leechburg, sev 
eral houses and stables were washed awa; 
and considerable property was destroyed 
by the flood in Anderson's run. 


Swept Away a Culvert. 


The water suddenly rose to a height o 


thirty feet, and, rushing down the moun 
tain struck the massive stone culvert o 
the West Pennsylvania railroad, com 
pletely demolishing it. 
The torrent o 


water then passed through the town, over 
turning houses and carrying half a dozen 
of them down the stream. 
Two of th 


houses carried away belonged to Danie 
Bowers, of Leechburg. 
John Frank, wh< 


was crossing the railroad culvert ha 
several ribs broken aud may die. All rail 
way traffic was cut off. The damage wil 
probably not exceed $15.000. 


Burled in tho Ruins. 


NOBFOLK, "Va., June 19.—A mammoti 


lumber shed in course of erection f or Stran 
Bros., in Bardely, was blown down during 
a midden thunder and rain squall, buryinj 
fourteen men beneath the debris. Monro< 
B. Kline was killed, and L. E. Hines and1 
J. M. Keeler were seriously injured. Th 
others were but alightly hurt. 


Cyclone iji New Jersey. 


PATTEESON, N. J., June 19.—The village 


ot Hawthorne, two miles north of th) 
•ttjr, va» TisUod by » cyclone, 


estroyed scores of houses and barns, up- 


rooted almost every tree of value in the 
settlement, and killed hundreds of birds, 
soultry and cattle. A large number of 
irivate cottages and tenements were badly 
amaged, but only one person, a domestic 
nthe employ of Edward TliroJop was 
mown to have been killed. 


Sixty Lives Wore Lo*t.

vices about the cloudburst last Sunday on 
loncepcion mountain, in the state of Saa 
,uis Postosi, are to the effect that at 
east sixty lives were lost. 


BIDED THEIR TIME. 


Canadian Officials Seize H. H. Wamcr'l 


Steamer Siesta. 


ROCHESTER, Juno 19,—Wednesday night 
I. H. Warner, of Rochester, with a party 
if friends was on his way to the Thousand 
slands on the steamer Siesta, owned by 
Mr. Warner. The Siesta struck a ehoal oft 
3orse Shoo island, two miles from Kings- 
ion. A lifeboat was manned and Bent to 
Kingston to secure help. About a year 
ago when the Siesta was making a trip 
down tho river she and the schooner An- 
nie Foster, owned by Kennedy & Co., col- 
ided off Kingston and the schooner wai 
sunk. Tho Foster and her cargo were 
valued at $7,000 by her owners and Mr. 
Warner was as,ked to pay the sum to hel 
owners, which he refused to do, and sines 
ihat time tho Canadian officials who have 
;he matter in charge have been endeavor- 
ng to catch the steamer in Canadian 
waters in order that they might selzoand 
lold her in bond for the damages. 


Seized the Siesta. 


When tho Siesta's crew reached Kings- 


ion on Wednesday night they had no 
difficulty in securing aid, but It came In 
rather surprising form. The tug Olivia 
Sordon went to the rescue of Mr. War- 
ner and his party and brought them to 
Kingston, where tho Canadian officials 
.nformed him they intended to tlo up his 
boat. He protested against this, but his 
protest was useless. 
At Kingston th« 


Siesta, after being slightly repaired, was 
Siedup and placed uuder 810,000 bonds. 
Mr. Warner gave the necessary bond, 
Henry Folgeif of the Thousand Island 
Steamboat company being one of tho sure- 
iies on the bond. The Siesta was then 
boarded by the party and came to Alexan- 
dria bay. What tho Canadian people will 
do now in the matter Is hard to prophecy, 
but it is probable that Mr. Wprner will 
have to fight a suit against Kennedy 
&Co. 


Blalietoa and Afataaia. 


LONDON, June 10.—A Melbourne, dis 


patch states Samoan advices received there 
are to the effect that Chief Mataafa ac- 
companied by a force of natives, had 
started for Mahe, thecentreof theintrigus 
which Is known to exist against th« 
sovereign rights of King Malletoa, Thil 
movement by Mataafa will, It Is believed, 
lead to further trouble. Tho two chiefs, 
who by order of Malietoa bad been I 
prisoned for sedition, escaped and Joined 
Mataafa. The latter returned them to 
Malietoa, and during an Interview which 
was held between Mutaafa and Malietoa, 
the former told tho latter that although 
be (MalictoeO hod been recognized as the 
king by the powers, he (Mataafa) was the 
real ruler of damoa. 


Tonne Lad; Burned to Death. 


CSxciXSATl June 10. — Early Thursday 


morning Emma Belches, ot the village ol 
Riverside, Ohio, was burned to death. Her 
father han arisen early to go to the mar- 
ket to procure goods for his store. Emma 
was to open the storo and watt for his re- 
turn The store room being dork ehe was 
obliged to light a gasoline lamp. It did 
not seem to work properly, and whflo eho 
still held it in her hand a pufl of pure 
Came rolled out into her face. Her screams 
attacted a'neighbor, but she had inhaled 
tho flames aud died two hours later. Her 
head was burned In a horrible manner. 
She vi as only 15 years of age. 


Poison in the Floo*. 


BALTIMORE, June ia—A Sun special 


from Hagerstown, says that Daniel Shlf 
fler, a farmer of Locut Grove, found a 
package of flour and another of coffee 
near his house. He gave the articles to a 
Mrs, McKittren, who used them, aud her 
entire family was made sick. One of the 
children died and another can hardly re- 
cover. The other members of the family 
ore all right again. A post-mortem 
showed that poison had been mixed with 
the flour. It is thought the poisoned arti- 
cles were intended by some enemy oi 
Mr. Shlmer for his family. The police are 
investigating the affair.

The desk of ex-Repre- 
sentative MeKinley will not require very 
much labor to be put in order. 


Joe Cannon^ Kmphatlo Gesture*.

COMPARISONS WITH THE SENATE, 


The "House of lords" Keeps Up Its Bep- 


utatlon for Dignity 


The reputation of the house for cleanli- 


ness suffers by comparison with tho sen 
ate. For example, In the house it is neees 
sary to supply a new carpet every two years 
while In the senate one lasts for four. The 
members of the house are generally so 
rude that Uncle Sam restricts them to 
hard oaken desks, while the senators re- 
clino over mahogany. Again, it is consid- 
ered in keeping with the eternal fitness o; 
things to provide the tidy senators with t 
higher grade of carpet than Is supplied 
for members of the house, and while an 
expenditure of tl.50 a yard suffices to sup 
ply the house, tho carpet which covers the 
senate floor costs $2.25 a yard. 


Quantity of Corpet Required. 


It usually takes about 1,300 yards double 


width to cover the house, and 1.000 yards 
to supply the senate. Up to ton years ago 
those carpets were all imported, but some 
stickler for home industries put forth a 
patriotic protest, and Clerk McPherson.of 
the house, and the clerk of the senate have 
received orders to patronize only home 
manufacturers hereafter. 
These orders 


for carpets are always placed early In the 
vacation, as tho carpets must be made 
after a special order. When the old car 
pets are taken up they are usually Bold at 
auction or placed in the galleries. 


Carried Away for Belles. 


The cloth which covers the desks is gen 


orally carried away by relic hunters. There 
were no less than a half-dozen demands 
for the cloth which came from the late 
MaJ. McKinley't desk, but a Washington 
relic fiend had exercised wise forethought 
by carrying it away the very day after 
congress adjourned.

THE CHICAGO GRANT STATUE. 


Beblsso** Work Cast In Bronze and Beady 


to Go on the Pedestal. 


CBICOPEE, Mass., June 19.—The colossal 


statue of Gen. Grant, designed by Louis 
Reblsso, of Cincinnati, has been cast in 
bronze in this town, and will be shipped 
this week to Chicago to stand upon a mag- 
nificent pedestal on the lake shore drive- 
way in Lincoln park. This statue Is tha 
largest ever cast in this country, exceed- 
ing, as it does, In size tho statues of 
Washington both in New York and Bos- 
ton, but being somewhat smaller than the 
Washington statue in Richmond, Va., 
which was modeled by Thomas Crawford, 
and cast in Munich. It measures 8 ft., fl 
in. in height from the shoe of tha steed to 
the crown of tho hat, with all parts in pro- 
portion, weighs eight tons, and cost 
825,000. 


The Unveiling in September. 


Mr. Mosman.who is a sculptor as well as 


a foundryman, has met with great success 
hi this work, and the massive parts of tha 
Btattie present in the finished tffirork in 
which they are joined as a whole a thor- 
ough perfectness in which there is not a 
single flaw or blemish.

1 this statue will be mounted on its mass- 
ive pedestal m Lincoln park. The whole 
will cobt Ku.OOO, which has been sub- 
scribed for the purpobe by the citizens ol 
Chicago, and will be by them unveiled 
with belitting ceremonies. Tho pedestal, 
which has been ready for more than a 
year, is of granite and including thestatu* 
is 60 ft. 8 in. above the Lake Shore drive at 
tha park.
